In accordance with Sec. 6 of Act 19 of the Eighteenth Legis- 
lative Assembly of Arizona, T have the honor to present the third 
biennial report of the Board of Control of Arizona, together with 
the reports of the Superimtendent of the Territorial Prison at 
Yuma, and the Superintendent of the Insane Asylum of Arizona 
at Phoemx 


Owing to the change of date for the beginning of our fiscal 
year from January 1 to July 1, these reports only cover eighteen 
months’ time, from January 1, 1899, to June 30, 1900. The pub- 
he business of a State or Territory, while more comprehensive, yet, 
is in all respects like a large private business and the ends to be 
attained are the same; namely, the most efficient management upon 
the lowest basis of cost consistent with the proper attainment of the 
end 1n view. 


This Board has made no attempt to make a record of exceed- 
ingly low cost of maintenance for the institutions under its charge, 
as has been so often heretofore done, at the expense not alone to 
the property of the Territory, but the health and comfort of the 
mmates as well. Tt has been the aim of the Board to see that the 
conviets and patients under its care had such physical comforts 
and medical care as would most speedily aid in their recovery or 
reformation at the lowest consistent cost to accomplish the de- 
sired result; to maintain the property of the Terntory in the best

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possible repair consisent with our limited means; and to maugurate 
such a system of accounts and reports as would best serve the needs 
of the institution and furnish records of all transactions that would 
be easy of reference. 


The system now 1n use was adopted at the beginning of this 
bienmal term, and with a few modifications has been in use ever 
since, to the entire satisfaction of the Board and Supenntendents. 
The reports could be made much more instructive by being carried 
out in greater detail, but this ıs not possible with the limuted 
amount of office help available at the institutions. 


Both the pnson and the asylum have been most efficently 
managed 1n every particular and too much ciedit cannot be given 
to the Superintendents for thar intelligent economy and unünng 
zeal for the upbuilding of the mstrtutions and welfare of the in- 
mates 


Both institutions were taken charge of under most adverse 
conditions, and in less than two years that have since elapsed have 
been transformed into model institutions of their kind, so far as 
unceasing and mtelhgent supervision, supported by limited means, 
could make them uod 


| INSANE ASYLUM. |

Upon our assuming charge of the Insane Asylum a few months 
prior to the beginning of this bienmal period, we found that one 
of the most urgent needs was a umform system of reports and ac- 
counts. Heretofore, some few report blanks had been used in the 
institution, but changmg Superintendents had so modified them 
that they were almost valueless; especially so, was the form of com- 
mitment m use While its wording conformed to the law, the 1n- 
formation it conveyed to the Superintendent concerning the patient 
was of very little value. Concerning the preparation of these forms 
and reports, we would say that we have prepared and now have in 
use such forms as we have deemed most needful, and would urge 
their careful consideration by the members of the ‘Legislature, to 
the end that their continued use be authorized by law until some 
better system can be devised. 


When this Board assumed cbarge of the Insane Asylum some- 
thing less than two years ago, we found the buildings 1n exceedingly 
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bad repair, the four wards in use badly overcrowded, owing to the 
fact that the two basement wards had never been fimshed. 


We estimated the cost of repairs that were an absolute neces- 
sity to be about $18.000 Of this amount the Legislature finally 
gave us $12,000. With this money available we set about the most 
important repairs, to-wit. the thorough overhauhng of the 
plumbing, which had not been done since the building was con- 
strueted m 1888. - 


This proved to be a very serious item, as large quantities of 
pipe were so badly rusted that it had to be replaced and the rapidly 
advanemg prices of iron all tended to swell the cost of this item 
to nearly nearly three times the original estimate. The finishing of 
the two basement wards that had heretofore only been used for 
store and tool rooms next in importance demanded attention and 
were completed as fast as possible, with nearly all cement floors and 
window sills, new windows, screens, doors amd door casings—this 
latter rtem extended to all of the wards The casings of the doors 
iim the old wards originally put in were small and not sufficintly 
‘secured to the wall, so it became a necessity to replace them all. 
New floors were then laid m all of the wards on top of the old ones 
with a laver of asbestos paper between. The basement now being 
used as wards, it became necessary to provide other quarters for the 
former occupants. A commodious carpenter and paint shop was 
built of adobe adjoining a building intended for use as a blacksmith 
shop. The framework supporting the water tank was inclosed, 
making eight small rooms, two of which had the walls filled with 
cinders and cement floor and 1s used as a dary and milk house; 
one other for vegetables; and the other ground-floor room for tools. 
The four upper rooms are used as sleeping rooms by employes.

To complete these improvements, put steam radiators m the 
new wards and dining room, and buy a limited amount of fire hose 
exeeeded our appropriation by nearly Two Thousand Dollars, which 
amount had to he eharged to our maintenance account, while we 
were yét badly 1n need of farming implements, horses, harness, ve- 
hicles, barn, sheds, fire pump and numbers of smaller items that 
should have been available from the appropriation. 


Painting and kalsomimng the interior of the building was a nê- 
cessity, but it could be done more gradually and is practically con- 


ye 
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tinued a large part of the time by patients, the material, however, 
adding to our expense account. The interior of the executive 
buildings and the exterior of all the buildings are very badly in 
need of paint 


There 1s probably no one item of our various needs that is more 
urgent than some kind of more efficient fire protection ‘The in- 
terior of the buildings 1s sufficiently supphed with new one and 
one-half-inch linen hose prmanently attached to two-inch water 
pipes. Outside the building are several two and one-half inch 
pipes which should be replaced with proper hydrants farther away 
from the buidimg and provided with a suitable amount of hose 
and hose wagon. There should also be provided suitable ladders, 
hooks, axes and apphances of this character that would be of as- 
sistance in rescuing patients in cases of necessity. The intenor of 
the building should be provided with hand grenades and small 
chemical extinguishers, that could be instantly used by attendants 
in case of accident. The most important item in this connection 
is a new and sufficiently powerful fire pump that will furnish 
sufficient water under good pressure to all parts of the buildings in 

` ease of fire. If any proof were needed of the urgency of this 1tem 
of improvement, we would reter you to the reports of the success- 
ive Grand Juries that have examined the Asylum. The absence of 
adequate fire protection is the only criticism they have to make 


As can readily be seen from the Superintendent’s report, it 
will be but a very short time before the present capacity of the 
Asylum will be overtaxed and new ward buildings will have to be 
constructed, and in view of the heavy expense that such a building 
would necessitate, the Board would urge upon the Legislature the 
appropriation of a sufficient amount of money at this time to thor- 
oughly repair and put in good condition all of the minor needs of 
the institution, chief among which we consider the construction of 
a separate building to accommodate the steam, pumping and hght 
plants, laundry and bakery. The building now used for these pur- 
poses is in exceedingly bad condition, wholly inadequate for the 


purposes deaned, and 1s located in a very undesirable place for a 
permanent plant. 


It is our desire to locate the new plant to the east of the new | 
~ dining-room and far enough away to be out of danger from fire of | 
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any other building, and at the same time where the noise of the 
machinery will not affect nervous patients as 14 now does, to con- 
struct a pérmanent well and a storage tank sufficiently elevated to 
furnish a good pressure to the top of any three-story building that 
might hereafter be needed. 


No part of the improvement 1s more urgently needed than a 
complete laundry plant—the most extensive piece of machinery 
now 1n use 1n the present laundry is an ordinary clothes wnnger— 
and when you stop to consider that the average weekly washing for 
an insane person is nearly double that of sane people, and is es- 
timated at 28 pieces, which for an average of 173 for the past six 
months, makes a weekly washing of 4844 pieces for patients, besides 
the laundry for some 27 employes. All of this work is now done by 
one paid employee, assisted by patients and wholly without mechan- 
ical aid — It scarcely permits of question that this work can be as 
thoroughly done under existing conditions as it should be, as much 
of the clothing ean only be thoroughly cleansed by the use of 
steam machinery 


The erection of this steam plant and its accessories, we deem 
of the greatest importance, both on account of the welfare of the 
patients and the economy of operation. 


Perhaps the next most needed improvement is adequate barn 
and shed rooms fo1 the proper protection and care of the property 
of the Territory The implements and wagons now owned com- 
pare favorably with their protection, and the most inclement 
weather could do them but httle damage; but with the new tools 
and wagons to be provided by vour honorable body, we need suit- 
able and proper places to care for them, especially, 1s the horse 
stable almost as madequate as its contents, and as for milking' 
sheds for cows, and suitable pens for swine, we have never had 


them. i 


The farm is fenced with birbed wire on cottonwood or mes- 
quite posts that have been added to and patched up for years be- 
fore ıt became the property of the Territory, and we think it high 
- time that not alone for the safety of our stock, but for the credit 
and dignity of a public institution of this land that ıt should be 
properly fenced wih some kind of substantial smooth wire fencing 
0n cedar posts. 
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The general need of repairs and paint are set out in Dr. Mil- 
ler's report and will be very evident to you upon inspection. Ow- 
ing to the extreme drouth the farm has not paid as well for the 
past two seasons as was expected We have had to buy consider- 
able quantities of hay as well as hire pasture for all cattle except the 
cows used in the dairy. Owing to these causes the expense of 
maintaining the farm for the past ez months 1s almost as much as 
the year previous. Notwithstanding all of these drawbacks and al- 
most the entire loss of the garden this year, we find the gross rev- 
enue to be $8366 64. Expense of farm and grounds $3301.29 and 

wages of five hired employes $1980, leaving a net balance of $3085 - 
35, which we consider fair returns under most trying circumstances. 


It is the belief of the Board that some amendments to the 
present law covering commitments to the Insane Asylum could be 
made. The law as it now stands does not provide for the com- 
mitment of an 1nsane person unless he or she is “dangerous to be at 
large,” nor does it prohibit the commitment of imbeciles or idiots. 
The law should be more explicit on these points, especially con- 
cerning imbeciles or idiots, as we have no conveniences for giving 
proper care to this class of patients, and who could be more com- 
fortably cared for at their own homes or in the counties where they 
live. 


The law now provides for the letting of contracts for supplies 
every three months, which we deem too short a time to obtain the 
most economical results, at least, as concerns a large majority of 
the articles purchased. The law should be amended so that con- 
tracts can be made for six months, or any shorter time within the 
discretion of the Board. 


There should also be an increased tax levy, as the rate now 
fixed is wholly insufficient for the support of the institution, and 
whatever shortage there may be is paid by General Fund interest- 
bearing warrants. An Insane Asylum 1s one of the institutions 
where unwise economy is exceedingly expensive. With the exer- 
cise of medical skill, aided by the use of modern devices and exper- 
ienced attendants, many recoveries can he effected that would 
otherwise remain a public charge during the period of their natural 
life, thereby not alone increasing our expense, but depriving the 
community of the product of their labor.

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In the early years of the asylum an orchard and vineyard were 
planted to the east of the main bulding; but, owing to the unsut- 
able character of the soil, and perhaps to some measure of neglect, 
the orchard has wholly disappeared; and of the vineyard od a, 
small amount remains. 


| 
There is no one item of dietary that ıs more important, or 


could be more abundantly supphed at a very trifling cost than fresh 


fruits; and we would respectfully urge a sufficient appropriation 


to replant a suitable amount of orchard and vineyard 


In regard to the cost of maintenance we have to say that we 
have carefully endeavored to provide for the mmates of the Asylum 
every necessity that might aid im their recovery, and make the 
wards and grounds attractive and comfortable; in fact, the better- 
ment of buildings and grounds has been a steady source of expense. 
Added to this the large amount that was necessary to expend in 
properly completing the alterations begun under the last legislative 
appropnation, coupled with two successive dry seasons, in which 
we lost all of the newly-planted alfalfa, besides buying quantities of 
hay and pasture, and all combined to swell our cost of maintenance 
much beyond what it would have been under normal conditions 


But, notwithstanding all these adverse conditions, the Super- 
intendent, Dr Miller, and his assistants, have by their unceasing la- 
bor, given the best of care to the unfortunate inmates, and the 
property of the Territory was never in better condition than now, 
considering the limited water supply, all of which has been accom- 
phshed at the evceedingly low per capita per diem cost of.505 cents. 
This is .035 cents lower than for 1897 and 1898, and .04 cents lower 
than 1895 and 1896. How much lower the cost can be reduced 
and do full justice by the inmates and property we are unable to 
say, but do not think it possible to greatly reduce tlus figure while 
prices of supphes remain as high as they now are 


TERRITORIAL PRISON. 


The Territorial Prison was established at Yuma m 1876, and 
although meeting the requirements of the Territory at that time 
was a very primitive affair. It has been extended and enlarged 
from hme to time, but is still not to be compared with modern

.prison construction, and in its present condition is wholly inade- 
quate to the needs of our rapidly-growing Territory 


At the time of our taking charge of the preon, there were 
thirty-six ‘cells, the largest of which is 7 feet wide, 9 feet long, 13 
feet high to top of arch, 1n each of which six men are confined; the 
remainder being distributed in the corridors and other places not 
intended for their confinement, while in the summer time a large 
number of men are allowed to sleep ın the yard, as it is absolutely 
impossible to keep them closely confined, even with the ventilation 
furnished by a large blower. As will be noted in the Superinten- 
dent's report, we have constructed an additional yard contaimng 
twelve cells capable of holding six men each, which somewhat re- 
leves the main cell house. 


With the confinement of this many men in a cell at night, 
and congregating the whole number of prisoners in the yard during 
the daytime, with comparatively no work to do, 1t 1s an absolute im- 
possibility to maintam the discipline or secure the reformation that 
is desired and expected im institutions of this kind. I am satisfied 
that the results now attained are the best possible under the con- 
dihons that exist, that 1s, where prisoners have free intercourse 
with each other practically at all times, where there are no means 
of separate confinement, and no adequate amount of labor for them 
to perform. Under such conditions no reformation of the enm- 
inally melined is possible and the prison becomes in reality a school 
for crime maintained at the public expense. 


The real and true aim of a prison should be the reformation 
of its inmates, thereby making better citizens of them upon their 
telease; but this can only be accomplished under favorable con- 
ditions, that is, where the hardened criminal can be separated 
from the criminally inchned, and the free intercourse stopped by 
providing separate cells for each man 


It has been by reason of costly experience that many of the 
older states were forced to the views that some sort of work or reg- 
ular employment 1s one of the essential requirements in the con- 
duct of any well organized prison. In this particular we are par- 
ticularly unfortunate in that we are so widely separated from com- 
mercial centers where manufactured products are most likely to 
find a profitable market aside from the fact of high prices for the 
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raw materials and higher freight rates, all of which would more 
than offset our free labor. 


We have given much thought to the question of the employ- - 


ment of prisonérs, either profitably or otherwise, and came to the 
eonclusion that abundant quarries of stone suitable for all kinds 
of building and road-malang purposes is the only sure and per- 
manent source of employment It may be possible that m the 
years to come that various lands of manufacturing can be entered 
into by the Territory, but ın the meantime it is a duty we owe*to 
the community to furnish our convicts with constant healthful 
employment, and if possible, make the prison self-sustaining 


Aside from the facts already mentioned, the rapid develop- 
ment of our Terntory and the steady increase of our eriminal 
class demands the serious consideration by our Legislature of the 
construction of a modern prison, either at Yuma or elsewhere. 


Superintendent Brown's report covers the ground qute fully 
as to the alterations and additions that are a necessity to the pres- 
ent prison. These we have roughly estimated will cost $37,500. 
This estimate, however, does not contemplate the erection of a 
modern cell house, which this Board deems an absolute necessity. 


Tn endeavoring to obtain some percentage of annual increase, 
we find that from year to year itis very erratic, for instance, the 
net increase ın 1881 was four; m 1882, fifty-nme; in 1896 fifty- 
one; and in 1897 fifty-five more were discharged than received, 
although the receipts were ninety-one during the year Taking 
the fifteen years from 1880 to 1895 the average Increase was a 
fraction over ten per year and from January, 1896, to January, 
1900, a period of four years, a fraction over nineteen 


Talang into consideration the rapid growth of the Territory 
during the past five years and the anticipated great increase 1n. pop- 
ulation dung the next decade, there is every reason to believe 
that the 1nerease from this time on will range from twenty-five to 
seventy-five per year This would indicate that any alterations 
or improvements that are now made should proyide for the care 
of at least five hundred men. 


In considering the question of providing additional cell room, 
the Board would call special attention to the lack of any facih- 
ties whatever for earing for the criminal insane. It does not per- 
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mit of question that really insane criminals should be separately 
confined and specially cared for; and from the lack of any facili- 
ties for doing this, many persons of this class have to occupy cells 
with sane men greatly to their terror and discomfort and often 
limes to their danger. 


It is well known among the prisoners that no especial pro- 
visions have ever been made at the asylum for the care of this 
class of patients and from time to time insamty has been so skill, 
fully imitated as to obtain commitment to the asylum, from 
which under present conditions it 1s impossible to prevent the 
escape of a determined criminal. 


We would strongly recommend that such provisions be made 
at the prison for the care of this class of convicts 


In regard to the maintenance of the prison, we have to report 
a very substantial reduction as compared with that of former years, 
and especially 1s this more important when we take into consid- 
‘eration the fact that extensive and substantial improvements 
have been made during the past two years, the cost of which has 
been included in the maintenance; also, owing.to the largely 1n- 
creased number of prisoners the guard force had to be correspond- 
' ingly increased, these, with the advaneing prices of all kinds of 
provisions and stores have tended to swell our accounts. But not- 
withstanding all these adverse circumstances, our gross average 
per caprta daily expense is only 564, as against .641 for 1897 and 
1898, and .596 for 1895 and 1896, which is the lowest average 
heretofore attained. 


We would strongly urge the amendment of the law relating 
to the funds of the prison. As the law now stands all moneys 
received for the support of United States prisoners and from other 
sources are paid into the general fund of the Terntory, and, all 
expenses are paid by general fund warrants bearing 7 d? cent 
interest 


We do uot need to say that this method is very unbusiness- 
like and expensive in itself, but adds to the cost of supplies from 
the fact that we are only authorized to audit the prison accounts 
every three months. If a special tax were levied for the support 
of the prison and all moneys received for products of maintenance 

l 
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were put into the prison fund, from which all balls could be paid 
monthly, it would materially tend to lessen the expenses. 


HOME FOR THE INSANE. 


This building was, by an Act of ihe last Legislature, directed 
to be completed for use as a Normal School, and its supervision 
turned over to the Normal School Board

SIB.—I have the honor to submit the seventh bienmal report 
of the affairs of this institution. In accordance with the act of 
the "went: first: Legislature establishing the fiscal year, this report 
covers a period of eighteen months extending from January 1, 1900, 
with which date the period covered by the previous report closes, to 
June 30, 1900, 


In the tables covering my report thus period of exghteen 
months 15 divided in accordance with the fiscal year into two per- 
10ds, viz January 1, 1899, to June 30, 1899, and June 30, 1899 
to June 30, 1900 As a prehminary to the compilation, of these 
tables, a record of all patients admitted to the institution since 1ts 
opening vas constructed from the commitments and other records 
of the institution Careful discussion of discrepancies and com- 
parison of all available data have eliminated many of the grosser 
errors and filled many of the glarmg omissions which previously 
existed ın the records of the institution. In course of the prepara- 
tion ofthis register the disposal of all but three of the seventeen 
patients noted as missing 1n my report for 1897-1898, was found to 
have been recorded, though in an obscure manner. All those pa- 
tients carried on the records as visiting by the preceding admmis- 
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tration, none of whom have sinee communicated with the asylum, 
are considered in these tables as discharged from the date of parole. 


The tables following this report are of thiee kinds: — First, 
tables 1-7, statistics ot-the civil relations of patients, covering the 
whole period of the existence of the asylum as well as the present 
Ivennial perrod, second, tables 8-11. atatisties of the elinical condi- 
tion of patients, covering the present biennial period only, third, 
the «tewarl's report of the financial and. agieültuml operations of 
the imstitution duerme the past eighteen months, and the matron's 
report of the sewmg and mendmg durmg the same period. 


Table 1 shows the movement of population There were ad- 
mitted dining the period. 73 men and 20 women, a total of 93, the 
tatio being approximately seven males to two females, the same 
ratio obtains substantially since the opening of the asylum and i5 
only a httle larger than the ratio of males to females in the present 
population of the asylum (June 30, 1900.) which is in aecord with 
the observed fact that the female msane are longer lived thap the 
male The percentage of rceoverie-, caleulated on the basis of the 
number of admsesions, and the percentage of deaths, calculated on 
the basis of the whole number treated, may be noted as being sub- 
stantially the same as the ratios obtaining in similar institutions m 
srrrounding states-and territories, and as comparing very favorably 
With the death and recovery rates of institutions situated in less 
favored climates of the east 


Tables 2 and 3 show the number of insane admitted from each 
eounty and the ratio of insanc persons to population in each county. 
D will be noted that the number of insane persons credited to cer- 
tain counties, particularly Maneopa, is out ef proportion to the 
population. This disproportion may be assigned to three causes: 
First, citizens of other counties come to the asylum for treatment 
and are committed here, second, in counties conveniently near the 
asylum, mildly insane persons and persons perhaps not insane, but 
objectionable on account of their deficient mental condition are 
committed to the asylum for lack of a more appropriate place; third 
perhaps the mast potent factor in creating the disproportion noted 
is to be found 1n the fact that the peculiarities of eccenine and 
mildly insane persons are more likely to be overlooked in sparsely- 
settled commumties> In substantiation of this ıt may be observed 
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that the average number of insane per hundred thousand of popu- 
lation m this Territory, which 1s 143.19, 15 much lower than the 
average for the United States, which in 1890 was 170 0, and still 
less than the average for the group of Western states and territories 
of whch Arizona is a member, which in 1890 was 1941 From 
which we may infer that the average of insanity in the more pop- 


ulous counties is probably but little greater than the true average 
for the Terntory. 


Tables + and 5-show the nativity of patients. Attention is 
especially invited to the large number of patients of Mexican birth. 
Besides those known to have been born 1n Mexico, several patients 
of Mexican parentage are credited to Arizona and New Mexico and 
to the United States m general, A majority of the patients whose 
nativity 1s unknown are of Mexican parentage and probably of Mex- 
sean nativity 


Table 6 shows the evil eonditibn of patients. The large ma- 
jority of single males 1s perhaps in part due to the fact that ,pa- 


tients are frequently strangers in the place from which committed 
and the examiner records what 1s apparently true. 


Table 7 shows occupation of patients before commitment and 
table 8 the age of patients on admission. It was found to be impos- 
sible to compile statisties of religious belief and education of pa- 
tients on account of lack of data 


Tables Y and 10 exhibit statistics of the cause and form of in- 
samty of patients admitted. The data for table 9 is taken from the 
commitments which accompany patents. It is necessarily mac- 
curate on account of the inability of the examining physician to 
determine the usually obseure cause of msanity in a short inter- 
view with the afflicted person 


Table 11 shows the cause of death of the patients who died 
during the period Two patients died within a few days after ar- 
rival, giving no satisfactory opportunity of diagnosticating. their 
cases. In view of our total lack of facilities and the absence of any 
noteworthy features m these cases it was deemed unnecessary to 
make a post mortem examination 

The steward's and matron's reports will be found to contain 
a complete statistical account of the work carried on in their re- 
spective departments during the past eighteen months.

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The system of 1temized accounts upon which Statement 2 of 
fhe Steward's report is based has been adopted as part of the book- 
keeping system of the institution and has been found to be very 
satisfactory. The labor of preparing the usual monthly, quarterly ` 
and biennial reports 1s much reduced by its use

The value of the products of the farm and garden for the per- 
iod covered by this report was $8366 64. And this tn the face of 
a long and severe drought. The cash receipts were $1755.64 The 
average net per capita cost for the whole period was $0 505, a figure 
which will compare favorably with the cost of maintenance for any 
previous period of the existence of the asvlum, at the same time 
taking mto consideration the quahty of food, clothing and at- 
tendance furnished. 


Having discussed the statistical account of the operations of 
the mn-htution, 1 may now speak 1n a more general way of the de- 
tails of its history. which mett particular attention. 


Ihe medical condition of the patients during this period. has 
ón the whole been good In the sprung of 1899 á patient was ad- 
mitted, who. as learned later, had been exposed to smallpox He 
was not himself subject to the disease but a patient with whem he 
came m contact in the ward was infected ` Prompt isolation of the 
infected patient and all others who were suspected of having been. 
exposed, and the vacemation of all patients and employes elfeotu-i 
ally prevented the further spread of the disease The infected pa- 
tient recovered. A few patients affected with tuberculosis have 
been received, but the strictest precaution has heen exercised to pre- 
vent contagion The deaths due to this disease noted in fable 11, 
were cases which weré in an advanced stage of the disease when ad 
muted 


Castialties have been few One male patient, a Mexican, swal- 
low: +l a small quantity of concentrated lye, which hé surreptiously 
obtained while the attention of the attendant who was supervising 
its use was momentarily attracted in another direction ` Every 
effort was made to save his hfe, but unsuccessfully. Another pa- 
tient, while at the Agua Caliente Hot Springs in care of an atten- 
dant, was bitten by a rattlesnake and died One patient managed

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to crawl over the top of one of the short screens in the upper ward 
and dropped to the ground, fortunately sustaming no more serious 
mjury than a sprained ankle. Attention has been called to these 
short screens and their replacement recommended a number of 
times, but this is the first practical demonstration of ther danger 
that we have had. At another time two patients escaped at night 
from the upper ward hy wrenching the screen from its insecure 
fastening on the old and frail window casing. These patients low- 
ered themselves to.the ground, a distance of nearly thirty feet, by 
means of an old piece of sash cord, and at the immunent risk of 
falling. 


As regards the treatment of insanity in this hospital little can 
be sud Medical treatment is given in such eases as are amenable 
to it, the epilepties in particular have been found to be benefitted 
Ly treatment. A number of cases of narcotism have been treated. 
These patients are discharged entirely relieved and always in mueh 
beiter health than on admission, but 1 regret to state that they have 
geneially found themselves unable to resist temptation, especially 
after the will power had been weakened by a course of dissipation 
after leaving the hospital. í 


g 

Complete mental rest and mild phyaeal employment have 
been found most effieacious m relieving cases of temporary insanity. 
Employment and amusement are the prineipal means of diverting 
the patients and are used as extensively as possible, About one- 
third of the patients m the institution have regular employment 
and practically all are given something to do at one time or another 
Our facilities for amusement are necessi limited Nearly all 
patients are taken out on the lawn twice daily, except when the 
weather does not permit. Occasional hav rides, circuses and dog 
shows help to reheve the monotony of life for the patients The 
weekly dance is attended by all patients who dance and it 1s evi- 
dently a source ot enjoyment to them. Interest in games of cards, 
checkers and dominees 1s promoted as much as possible among the 
patients and the musie furnished by the orchestra during meals 
must not be overlooked as a source of amusement. 


Before leaving the subject of means of treatment ] must call 
attention to the existence of a number of cases m which surgical 
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interference would probably be followed by recovery. This-insti- 
tution has absolutely no facilities for the necessary operations nor 
for the care of patients after the operation The purchase of the 
necessary instruments and apparatus would be a paying investment 
in view of the relatively greater cost of the continued maintenance 
of this dangerous class of patients even if we lay aside the consider- 
ation of their restoration to reason Insamty in women is com- 
monly caused by pelvic diseases which may be remedid by surgical 
means. This hospital is not at present provided with the necessary 
appliances for the diagnosis of such cases much less their operative 
correction. In this connection I may mention that this asylum has 
nothing in the way of a library on insanity and is taking no steps 
to build up one; even the subscriptions to the current periodicals 
on the subject have been allowed to fall in arrears. 


An effort has been made to improve the quality of the food 
furnished patients. The following is the ordinary daily bill of fare 
furnished the patients: 


Breaktast—Mush and milk, meat stew, fruit, bread, coffee and 
milk 


Dinner—Soup. boiled meat, potatoes, beans, rice pudding, 
bread. * 


Supper—Hominy or rice, stewed fruit, cold meat. bread and 
butter, tea 

This 1s vaned regularly every few days by the addition of gin- 
gerbread, corn bread, cobbler or cookies, and as often as possible 
by a supply of fresh fruit or vegetables from the vineyard and 
garden which are maintained in connection with the institution. 
For a list of these products see Statement 3 of the Steward's report. 
On the holidays. Thanksgiving. Christmas and New Years’ the pa- 
tients’ tables are supplied hberally with turkeys, ducks, geese and 
chickens from the poultry yard, and 1t has been my custom to pre- 
sent each patient on Christmas morning with a small bag of candy, 

x nuts, an orange and a useful gift. 


During the sprmg of 1900 I attended the annual convention of 
the California State Medical Association and while in that state 


visited three of the principal institutions for the insane. While 
i | 
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I saw many details which could be mutated with benefit to this in- 
stitution, im general the comparison which I was enabled to make is 
on the whole creditable to this institution, particularly as regards 
methods of treatment and administration I feel that our general 
«lming-ro0m system of feeding the patients 15 superior to the ward 
dimng-room system im use m the California asylums We of 
course have no industrial equipment to compare with the workshops 
of the California instrtutions, but with the exception of our laun- 
dry, which has no machinery at all, our workrooms and shops are 
in that embrvotie state wluch, nightly fostered, will develop into 
useful auxiliaries. 


The long drought nullified to a great extent the labor ex- 
pended on the farm and grounds, ıt being at (1mes necessary to use 
all of the scant supply of water to maintain the tree. The orna- 
mental plot in front of the bulding was maintained successfully, 
though with difficulty Notwithstanding the shortness of feed, 
the dary made a verv satisfactory yield. Milk and butter were 
for the first time produced in sufficient quantity io permit their 
being added to the patients” bill of fare regularly. 


“The sum of $12,000 appropriated by the last Legislature made 
it possible to make the extensive repairs and improvements which 
have long been needed. An itemized account of the expenditures 
from this fund will be found in statement 2 of the steward’s report. 


The new buildings constructed include a large adobe building, 
with corrugated iron roof. north of the lake, for carpenter shop 
and paint shop, a building of eight rooms underneath the tank to 
aecommodate the dairy. potato room, tool room and bedrooms for 
four employes A new bake oven has been built. A large part of 
the appropnated sum was spent on new work m the asylum buld- 
ing. ln particular may be mentioned the cement floor throughout 
the basement and the wooden floors throughout all of the upper 
wards. The new wooden floors are kept waxed and polished greatly 
improving the appearance of the wards. In all wards, practically 
all of the interior woodwork was renewed, the old door casings, 
mopboards and window sills being found to be im worse condition 
than was supposed. To a great extent entirely new ceilings were 
put in the sleeping rooms in the wards and in the basement hall in 
the central building In preparing the basement wards for occu- 
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pancy, all woodwork, plastering and painting was renewed. The 
iron ceiling placed in the basement ward ın the west wing during 
my former administration was found to be in good condition and a 
similar ceiling has been placed in the opposite ward. 


A completely new system of steam heating has been installed 
throughout the asylum building and the general dimng hall. The 
plumbing system was almost entirely renewed and carefully rear- 
ranged with reference to economy of space and materal. 


The ciacks throughout the building, the result of improper 
construction, had increased 1n size and number to such an alarming 
extent that ıt was deemed necessary to secure the walls by means of 
stayrods ‘The building is now considered to be safe 


1 


In connection with the other work, extensive repairs in the 
engime-room have been made. -\ thick deposit of scale was re- 
moved from the boier, and the old and leaky flues replaced with 
new ones. A new valve for the engine was purchased and the valve 
seat refaced. The switchboard was rewired and the electric wires 
in the attic were rearranged to obviate the danger of fire which pre- , 
viously existed The halls and offices of the main building have 
been tastefully kalsomined and painted. The walls and woodwork 
in the wards have been newly-painted, as well as the interior wood- 
work of the new carpenter shop, and the building under the tank. 

A sufficient quantity of fire hose with nozzles has been pur- 
chased, but a great deal more fire aparatus is necessary before pro- 
tection against fire is assured 


Of the furniture purchased may be mentioned the enaineled 
ware for the general dining-hall, which has proven superior ın every 
way to the porcelain which it replaced "he night vases asked for 
in the last report have been purchased We now have a complete 
set of reliable thermometers ahd readings are taken in each ward 
four times daily. Four electric fans have been placed m the pa- 
tients’ dining hall and are found to alleviate materially the excess- 
ive heat in summer. The scales provided fcr the office and for the 
dairy enable us to keep accurate records of the condition of patients 
and of the quantity of dairy produce. Two additional sewing ma- 
chines were purchased to keep up with the increasing demands 
on the sewing department. 
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Besides these expenditures under the appropriation for im- 
provements, the following work was done without assistance from 
that fund, the small’ expense attached falling upon the maintenance 
fund. A small greenhouse has been built with some adobes left 
over in building the carpenter shop and some discarded sash from 
the building. tis expected to prove very useful in starting plants 
for the ornamental grounds and in growing flowers for the use of 
the patients and for sale A large number of small trees have 
been set out around the lake and are domg very well. These will 
furnish an agreeable shade for the patients' 1ecreation ground in a 
few years. The lake, which had become very foul, was emptied of 
water and the noxious deposit removed. It has been found neces- 
sary to paint the roof of the building annually to prevent corrosion 
and leaks, the expense falling upon the maintenance fund. A 
complete system of daily reports has been maugurated. These 
cover all occurrences in the daily hfe of the asylum and furnish 
all data necessary to a complete record of the affairs of the institu- 
tion as well a» a check on its current condition Suitable cases for 
fing these reports have been provided 


Thé relations of the emploves with the mstitution have on the 
whole heen very satisfactory. The rules adopted have proved suc- 
cessful m procurmg uniformity of discipline During the winter 
of 1899-1900 a reception room for the use of employes was fur- 
mshed Lack of room will prevent its continuance during the 
coming winter, 


My recommendations for the future are of two classes: First, 
needed legislation, second, needed improvements. 


A law excluding from the Alum such ineligible classes as in- 
ebriates, idiots and imbeciles, 1s desirable The rad is not 
insane ordinarily and the loss of mental equilibrium is generally of 
such short duration ds to make confinement m the asylum a needless 
expense; the second class is not amenable to treatment and we have 
no facilities for their education, nor are they dangerous to be at 
large, so why should the burden of their support be thrown upon 
this institution. Several patients ın a dving condition have been 


sent to this asylum, their delinum being mistaken (?) for insamty.. 


A number of cases have occurred in which wholly ineligible per- 
sons have been sent to the asylum, possibly through deception prac- 
ticed by interested persons. 
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I would advise the establishment by law of a probationary 
period for the detention of 1nsane persons for the determination of 
their sanity. The establishment of such a term of probation would 
relieve the superintendent of the asylum of hability for damage on 
account of the detention of persons who are really sane during the 
period necessary to determine this point. 


In view of an unfortunate accident which has occurred after 
the close of the period covered by (lus report, I would earnestly ad- 
vise the passage of a law requiring officers and other persons ac- 
companying insane persons to the asylum to lay aside all firearms 
and other weapons while in charge of such insane persons 

A legal provision requiring at least partial support of patients 
not withóut means to do so 1s needed 

The following estimate of the cost of the repairs and improve- 
ments which are most urgently needed has been carefully calculated 
and I earnestly advise the appropriation of a sum sufficient to ex- 
ecute the work

Sir:—I have the honor to transmit herewith, my biennial re- 
port for eighteen months commencing January 1, 1899, and ending 
with the fiscal year, June 30, 1900.

Statistical. 


At the close of the year, December 31, 1898, there were 214 
prisoners in confinement here. June 30, 1899, 218, and June 30, 
1900, 266 For the sx months ending June 30, 1899, 40 additional 
convicts were received and 36 discharged. For the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1900, 145 were received and 97 discharged, an increase 
of 48 for sud year 

Sex and Nationality. 
Of the said 266 prisoners, 265 are male and 1 female; 124 


whites, 101 Mexicans, 23 Indians, 18 negroes and 5 Chinamen; 224 
are Territorial and 42 United States prisoners. 


| Terms of Imprisonment. 


There are 29 men serving life sentences, 14 serving terms be- 
tween 20 and 40 years, 60 serving terms between 5 and 10 years, 
and 130 terms between 1 and 5 years.

Financial 


The gross expense for maintaming the prison for the six 
months ending June 30, 1899, was $23,875 29, and the net expense 
$21,074.16. 


Daily average in confinement was 209 1-12. 


The total receipts and earnings for said six months were 
$2,801.13. 


The gross per capita cost was $114 17 and the net per capita 
eost, $100 78. 


The daily gross per capita cost was 63 6-10, and the daily net 
per eapita eost .55 9-10. 


For the fiscal year ending June 30, 1900, the gross expense 
was $47,599 52, and the net expense $37,532.78. 


The annual gross cost per capita was $201 257, and the annual 
net per capita cost $158 69 The daily gross cost per capita was 
.55, and the net daily cost per capita .434. 


The daily average number of prisoners in confinement was 
236.51. 


The total recerpts and earnings for the year were $10,066.74. 
Of the foregoing receipts and earnings, $7,875.24 was for malnte- 
nance of United States prisoners, and $2,191.50 from sundry prison 
earnings. Embodied in the above expenses is the cost of purchased 
material used 1n the extensive improvements made under the pres- 
ent management. But for this the cost per capita would have been 
matenally lessened. Said improvements were, however, indispen- 


“sible to the good. government of the institution. Of the more im- 


portant ones mention will be made later on 1n the report 


DIETARY. 


The following is the daily and weekly ration per man furnished 
the prisoners: 
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Daily—Beef, 9-10 pound; coffee, 3-4 oz , potatoes, 7 3-4 o: 
sugar, 1 1-3 oz ; flour, 1 1-8 pound; bacon, 2 oz 

Weckly—Beans, 3-4 pounds, onions, 2-3 pounds, fruit, 5 o: 
lard, 1 3-4 0z.; vico, 3 oz ; ten, 1 oz ; rolled oats, 2 1-3 oz., cornmeal, 
+ 1-4 oz. ! 

The kitchen is further supphéd tor the use of the tables with 
5 gallons syrup, 2 gallons vinegar, 60 pounds of salt, 11-2 pounds 
of pepper, 2 eans of eondensed milk 


The laundry uses, on an average, 125 pounds of soap weekly, 
the kitchen 12 pounds. bath houses 10 pounds, and the engine 
room 2 pounds. From four to five cans of concentrated lye are 
used in the several departments of the prison for cleaning purposes. 


SANITARY 


On the whole J have to report this as being most excellent. 
The sewer system has in several instances been improved. The 
main sewer connected with the river 1s regularly flushed, and the 
entire sewerage of the institution 1s kept ın good repair Particu- 
lar attention 1s given to the cell houses, and a general system of 
cleanliness is enforced, not only m every department of the institu- 
tion, but among the prisoners themselves - 


Health of the Prisoners. 


Thas has been uniformly good, and would have been even bet- 
ter but for the condition of numerous convicts on their arrival here, 
more or less of whom require immediate medical attention Within 
the past eighteen months there have been 7 deaths as follows: 


March 18, 1899. Es Kay de Panay, an Apache Indian from 
San Carlos, died of blood poisoning supermduced by the bite of a 
rattlesnake 


May 17, 1899, H. B. Hasty died of consumption. He was a 
United States prisoner and was transferred here from Fort Leaven- 
worth, Kansas He was virtually a dead man when he came, as 
he died on the third mornmg following his arrival. 


May 28, 1899, Cornelius Meras died of consumption. He was 
serving a ten-year sentence for manslaughter from Graham county 
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March 17, 1899, James P. Stapleton was found dead in his 
bed, death was caused by heart failure. He was a United States 
prisoner, and was serving a two-year sentence from Maricopa county 
for selling liquor to an Indian 

March 16, 1900, Miguel Guardiola, serving a three years’ sen- 
tence from Yayapai county for assault with a deadly weapon, was 
killed while attempting to escape. 

June +, 1900, Pablo Mascon. a Papago Indian, died oi con- 
sumption. He wasa United States prisoner from Maricopa county 
and was serving a sentence of one year for selling hquor to an 
Indian. 

February 18. 1899. Pedio Rojo died of pyaemia. He was serv- 
mg a sentence of 11 years for jail-breaking and grand larceny, from 
Pima county.

l The Prison Library. 


The Prison Library building 1s a credit to the institution. It 
ix well supplied with current hterature ın the way of illustrated 
papers, magazines, ete. It is m charge ofa hbrarian and a monthly 
report of the material received and read 1s made. The library 1s 
maintamed by a visitor's fee of 25 cents, which goes to a fund, for 
the purpose of purchasing books, magazines, newspapers, ete. Dur- 
ing the past 18 months some few books have been received by pur- 
chase and others br donation from the charitably-inchned The 
most important addition, by gift, was a well-bound set of 39 vol- 
umes of the historian Bancroft’s works On June 30, 1900, there 
were 1934 bound bocks in the library and 1390 magazines. The 
binding on many of the books, however, is much worn

| When not otherwise engaged, prisoners are given the privilege 
of making non-contraband articles for sale to visitors or to others 
cating to buy These things consist largely of onyx trinkets, 
walking canes, head stalls, bridle rems, work boxes, lace, ete On 
the sale of this material the prisoner receives two-thirds and the 
Territory one-third of the net proceeds All money coming to the 
prisoners through said sales, and other sources, 1s held 1n the office 
and parties ın interest are allowed to draw against same for the 
purpose of supplying any legitimate wants they may have At the 
close of the last fiscal year there were $1,561 77 1n said fund. For 
said year the total amount realized by the Territory from said one- 
third was $333.13. ` 

THE PAROLE LAW. 


Two vears ago the parole law was unappreciated and no appli- 
cations for release under it were made, but 1t seemed suddenly to 
burst mto popularity and numerous applications for parole have 
been made None, however, but the most worthy have been given 
conaideration Between January 1, 1899, and June 30, 1900, 12 
convicts hase been paroled as follows: 

Joseph Severanee was serving a term of three years for forgery 
from Cochise county; expiration of sentence September 20, 1900.

Prison Property 


The actual value of this property would be hard to determine. 
For the past several years ıt has heen reported at $150,000, although 
it 1s very questionable if so high a value can be nghtly placed upon 


it. 


'The onginal grant from the town of Yuma to the Territory, 
tor prison puiposes, embraces an area of 8 38-100 acres and is ad- 
mirably situated on a bluff at the confluence of the Colorado and 
“Gila Rivers. Because of the contour of the hill and the exclusion 
of a strip of land bordering on the Colorado, known as “quarry re- 
serve," the grant to the Territory touches the Colorado only at the 


point of an extreme angle made bv an abrupt deflection of the line . 
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southeast from the north end of the west hne. This line, as may be 
observed by the accompanying diagram, excludes the grounds upon 
which all outside buildings. with the exception of the Superin- 
tendent’s house, are built, viz: The office of superintendent, as- 
sistant supermtendent's house and commissary, guard” quarters, 
cement water tank and stand, ete. These buildings are all situated 
on the said “quarry reserve,” as 18 also the northeast end of the 
prison yard So far as can be learned, the Territory has no title 
whatever to the land on which these many improvments have been 
made. I, therefore, respectfully-suggest that the aty of Yuma be 
requested to pass deed to the Territory for the land embraced in 
said “quarry reserve ` i 

Further, the west half of the yard of the :uperintendent's resi- 
dence, and a portion of the house itself, 1s built on a public street 
known as Penitentiary Avenue That portion of the avenue he- 
tween Jones Street and the Colorado, was “placed unde: Hill con- 
trol and at ihe use of the superintendent ot the Territorial Prison 
until required for public use by the Mayor and Common Counell ? 
Beyond this night, subject to the will of the Mayor and Common 
Council of Yuma, the Terntory has no title to the land-or improve- 
ments thereon. 


I would ¿urther suggest that the city of Yuma be asked to va- 
cate title to the Territory to said Pemtemary Avenue along the 
whole of the west line of the penitentiary property, and also to Pen- 
itentiary Lane on the south side of the prison property. If said 
streets were closed to the public it would add to the safety of the 
penitentiary, besides protecting the Territory in its improvements. 

The property of the Territory has m no wise deteriorated, inas- 
much as same is kept m good repair. 


Improvements 


When I assumed the management of this place, nearly two 
years since, I found it destitute of any bulding that could protect 
the inmates of the mstitution during cold and inclement weather 
The library was a small room tunneled into the hill on the south 
side of the main yard, and wholly inadequate to the purposes for 
which it was intended As there was an excellent site for a new 
building on the east side of the main cell house I decided to use it. 
This was done by extending the laundry and shop buildings to the 
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south end of said cell-house, which resulted in a splendid building 
30x49 feet, well lighted and ventilated. On the north end, twelve 
fect was taken up bv a new, well-finished, seven-tub bath-house. 
The large building 13 now used for library and kindred purposes. 
During the winter months a large stove, centrally located, affords 
the necessary warmth The building 1s of adobe, with stone foun- 
dation, has cement floor, plastered walls, wood ceiling and iron roof. 
It 1$ plentifully provided with benches and tables and is an excel- 
lent impiovement 

In the arrangement of the old buildings following the boiler 
room was the laundry. bath house and tailor shop On completion 
of the new bath house, the old one was abandoned, the partition 
taken out ind the room added to the Taundry, which 18 now 
sufficiently large for present purposes. An adobe wall was also 
substituted for the board partition btween the laundry and the 
boiler house d 


With the approval of the honorable Board of Control, a new 
yard has been built — It 1s situated on the southeast corner of the 
man vard — It is 11984 feet m the clear, and contains twelve new 
cells capable of holding about sixty prisoners. The wall is well and 
substantially built and has been plastered both inside and out The 
yard 1s reached by double doors cut through the south wall of the 
mam yard. By means of this yard the congestion of the cellhouse 


13 relieved 

Under this head of improvements I would lke to suggest the 
building of still another yard to be used for purely mechanical pur- 
poses In this yard the electric light plant should be placed, also 
the blacksmith shop, tin shop, carpenter shop and broom factory. 
All these are now in the mam yard and are a constant menace to 
the safety of the institution In the event of a mght attempt at 
escape there 1s nothing to prevent the clo=mg down of the electric 
light plant. as was done in the spring of 1898 when three convicts 
succeeded in getting without the walls. Further, in the event of 
trouble being created among prisoners by vicious convicts, they 
would find ready and destructive weapons m the shops above re- 
ferred to Whereas. if the entire machinery of the place was ton- 
fined to a separate yard such things could be carefully guarded. 
This improvement could best he made by cutting out the hill which 
forms the center of the south wall The face of this hill 15 now oc- 
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cupied by the hospital, convict barber shop, solitary cell, and a few 
unimportant excavations used for sleeping rooms by the engineers. 
This hill could be excavated for a depth of about 220 feet and a 
yard made sufficiently large for all machinery purposes In that 
event provisions for the hospital would have to be made elsewhere. 


If, however, the prison 1s to made self-supporting by the intro- 
duetion of factories, an effort should be made to secure more 
ground for prison purposes. This can be met by the purchase of 
the additional hill ground to the south. This should be done by 
the city of Yuma and transferred to the Territory under lıke con- 
ditions to that under which the prison ground is now held. This 
would bring the hill.upon which the prison stands wholly under 
prison control; also that portion of the river bottom lying between 
the southern point of said hill and the Gila river, should be added 
to the prison property. This said piece of myer bottom would fur- 
nish material for which to make adobe brick for prison consumption 
and sale At this time the prison does not own tex feet of “adobe 
dirt," and all such earth used for the manufacture of adobes by 
prison labor has to be gotten on the properly of private individuals. 
If this privilege should be refused by all, as 1t has been by some, 1t 
would deprive the prison authorities of adobes for building purposes 
now the principal prison industry I therefore respectfully suggest 
that the legislature be asked to look into the above facts 


If this piece of bottom land can be obtained, either by lease 
or purchase, I would most respectfully suggest the inclosing of the 
east and south side of the prison property, by a strong and high 
barbed wire fence. Such fence would practically prevent escape of 
prisoners in that direction The river bottoms are heavily brushed 
and if once reached by an escaping convict it is almost impossible 
to éffect a recapture. This fact 1s not lost upon the conduct of the 
prisoners, and desperate attempts are occasionally made to reach it, 
and in several instances they have been successful. 


As the number of conyicts continue to increase, additional cell 
room will become a positive necessity This can be had by the 
addition of an extra hne of cells, which can be built on the west side 
of the main cell house. To make this much needed improvement 
an appropriation of money covering the cost of lime, cement and 
iron would be necessary. 
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The present diningroom is taxed to 1ts fullest extent with 200 
men, and should be enlarged. To do this I suggest the widening of 
the present building to the necessary extent This work cannot 
well be avoided ın the near future. 


I would also hke to recommend that iron bedsteads be pro- 
vided for the cells ın place of the wooden bunks now in use. Al- 
though the cells have been repeatedly whitewashed and the bunks 
scalded thoroughly at short intervals, 1t is almost impossible to keep 
them free of bedbugs. In the construction of said bunks California 
iedwood is used, and it 1s probable that through some such me- 
dium the bugs have been introduced During the past summer 
they have bee an intolerable nuisance.

The Prison Farm 


The so-called “Prison Farm" is a tract of land granted by the 
government to the Territory. At the time said grant was made it 
embraced 2115 acres At present but about one-fifth of the tallable 
land remains and that 1s subject to overflow by the Colorado, to a 
depth of from one to four feet The accompanying diagrams will 
,convey-a fairly accurate idea of the “Farm”? as it was and as 1t now 
is The lower island 1s nearly a mile in extent, but as the Colo- 
rado River strikes directly against it, 1t is more than probable that 
within a year much of it will also be destroyed. But if it were not 
so, this land cannot be successfully farmed to any large extent. 
Because of the spring flood in the Colorado no summer crops can 
be grown, and for such crops as can be grown during the winter 
we have no system of irrigation bevond water drawn from wells by 
buckets A gravity ditch from the Colorado is not possible durmg 
the cropping season, the river being at that time from eight to ten 
feet below the surface to be irrigated 


Durmg the spring of 1899 several acres were cultivated to cab- 
bage, turnips, pumpkins, etc, and an attempt made to bank 
against the rise in the Colorado, but this was found impossible and 
the entire crop was destroyed By September 1, the land having 
again become sufficiently dry, it was replanted and several tons of 
produce raised This coming season a further effort in that direc- 
tion will be made. 


As this “Prison Farm” has been the subject of much news- 
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paper controversy I respectfully ask that an investigation as to its 
value as a “farm” be made 


Wood Camp. 


Dunng the fall and winter of 1899 theie were cut and dehv- 
ered at the prison 600 cords of willow wood ‘This wood was cut 
_on the island, hauled to the Gila chinnel, then boated to a con- 
vement landing, from which it was delivered by team to the puson 
woodvard ` Although this wood had to be handled four times, ex- 
cellent progress was made For the work none but short-termers or 
trustics were used, but in the face of all precautions three Navajo 
Indians managed to escape All were, however, subsequently re- 
captured and returned to the prison. 


In October, when the hot weather moderates and the mosquitos 
become less troublesome, this wood camp will be re-established and 
an effort made to secure another vear's supply. There is, however, 
no certamtv that this can he done, as the Gila channel, down which 
the wood was brought to the prison, has been partially destroyed 
by the Colorado. For several miles above the junction of the two 
rivers they nearly paralleled each other, the intervening land from 
which the wood 1s obtamed being from a half to a mule in width. 
During the last rise of the Colorado River, about a mile above the 
prison. this intervenmg land was washed away, and the Gila chan- 
nel destroyed for a distance of about half a mile. Instead of one 
island, as beforc. there are now two, and as the wood 15 on the up- 
per island, 1t will be necessary to boat ıt down the Colorado be- 
tween the two entianees to the (tila channel, and this I am not 
sure can be done because of the swiftness of the current In the 
event of failure m that direction it will be necessary to deliver the 
wood by team at an expense of about $1.00 per cord 


Employment of Prisonets 


_ This is the one serious problem that confronts the prison man- 
agement and will more than ever continue to do so unless provisions 
are otherwise made by the Legislature 


With plenty of work to occupy their attention, eonviets are 
less given to subordination An effort, therefore, has been made 
to give all something to do Short time men have been worked on 
the outside as trusties whenever and wherever possible. Those 
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less reliable have been worked under guard on the rock bank, mak- 
mg adobes or assigned to duties within the prison walls 


The “rock bank,” upon which so much depends m the way of 
providing labor consists merely in the leveling off of the prison 
hil There remains now but a piece of ground about 100 feet 
square with probably anraverage depth of fifteen feet The next 
few months will see this work done, and unless additional ground 
15 procured by the authorities, the gang now working there will be 
out of a job This work has heen largely confined to between 50 
and 75 men Because of lack of room, they are divided into two 
gangs and work only on alternate days. 


If the prison authorities can obtain the other half of the ball 
it will furnish. an abundance of labór for years tó come. There is, 
however, but little init in the wav of money return to the Territory 
unless extensive improvements are m contemplation In that 
event there would be ample use for ihe rock taken out, otherwise 
there will he positively none "The commercial demand made for 
rock and sereened dirt, by the town of Yuma, 1s not sufficient to be 
of consideration, and that is the only available market open at this 
time. Aput from financial consideration the control of additional 
ground on the hill 15, or rather soon will be, an absolute need. For 
m the absence of other labor, a rock bank is a necessary adjunct to 
an mstitution of this land 


The prison could, I am sure, be made largely self-supporting 
by the establishment of manufacturing plants It has been sug- 
gested that willow, rattan and bamboo work could be made m the 
prison without coming in contact with free libor — The willow 
could, I think, be obfamed in the valley contiguous to the prison 
Bamboo and rattan could probably be so purchased as to leave a 
suitable profit in the made-up goods In the manufacture of willow 
ware, there would be but little expense attached thereto I merely 
mention this as one of the many things that could be, done without 
much cost and with profit to the Territory Today, outside of 
adobes, prison shoes and clothing we practically manufacture noth- 


ing. 
E Discipline. 


This 1 must report good. Occasionally there are infractions 
of the rules. lt could not, in fact, be otherwise among such a class 
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of men, but good order is mamtamed at all times. This 1s due to 
two causes—efficient officers and guards and an inflexible mainte- 
nance of the prison rules. The agitations, plots or schemes of des- 
perate men cannot well be prevented so long as all occupy one com- 
mon yard, but the exeeution of such things has, in every instance, 
been frustrated To the vigilance of the officers and guards I am 
much indebted 


Officers and Guards. 


In order to assure absolute safety to the prison I have had to 
increase the guard force. at least temporarily. This means an in- 
creased expense, but the number and class of prisoners now here 
made this necessary.

To ihe Hon. Herbert Brown, 
Superintendent Territorial Prison, 
Yuma, Arizona . 
Dear Sir: 

I have the honor to submit, herewith, my report of the med- 
1eal and sanitary department of the prison, including one year and 
six months, commenemg January 1, 1899, and endimg June 30, 
1900 

‘This is on account of the Legislature having changed the date 
of the fiscal vear from the first of January to July first. 


As shown 1n Exhibit “A,” there appears an increase of deaths 
in the first and second quarters of 1899. 


One prisoner had the misfortune to be bitten by a rattlesnake 
from which he died. Hos death was due to the neghgence of his 
companions im nof making any effort whatever to prevent the poi- 
son entering the circulation before returning to the prison. 


A prisoner was transferred from Leavenworth, Kansas, to this 
prison. He arrived here in the last stages of consumption, and 
being exhausted from the trip, died on the third day after his ar- 
rival. 

The death rate durmg the last year has been small. Only one 
prisoner (an Indian) died of consumption. 

One prisoner was shot while trying to escape The ball en- 
tered the abdominal cavity from the effects of which he died. 


The exhibit also includes one James Stapleton, who was found 
dead in bed March 17, 1900. He had not been under treatment. 
The cause of his death was heart failure. 
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The general health of the pnsoners has been good, which must 
be attributed to the sanitary condition in which the prison and its 


surroundings are kept and the excellent food furnished the prison- 
ers. 


I would respectfully call your attention to Exhibit “B,” show- 
ing a number of cases treated in the hospital. This does not n- 
clude the whole number of prescriptions issued for minor com- 
plaints treated outside of the hospital, which are too trivial to en- 
eumber the records. 


The hospital 15 supplied with beds sufficient for all needs and 
is kept in excellent condition by a steward and assistant. 


A sufficient stock of medicines is kept on hand to meet all re- 
quirements. Surgical instruments and appliances for the perform- 
ance of operations are also kept on hand. 


. The quarters assigned to the prisoners are well provided with 
bedding, well ventilated and lighted by electricity 


The yard and surroundings aie kept clean and in a samtary 
condition. Sec 

All sinks and drains from the kitchen are kept in good order, 
which insures the carrying oft of all waste matenal 


The waste pipes of the laundry and closets are directly ton- 
nected with the main sewer, which carries away all refuse. 


The tood furmshed the prisoners is of good quality, well 
cooked, and plentiful for all the inmates and served in a manner 
essential for the health of the prisoners 


I desire to express my appreciation of the courtesies extended 
me by the officers of the prison.
